;; LONDON, April 23.—Ac earthquake shock 
of urcat violence was felt In -the eastern 
counties of England about 0:30 yesterday 
morning. Tho concussion seems to have 
lasted about half a minute in Essex and 
Sutfolk, where the most damage was done. 
Tho first symptom was a deep rumbling 
sound. This was speedily followed by 
a' quaking and 
shaking of 
all 
the 


buildings. 
Church 
bells sounded, tall 


chimney stacks crashed hi ruin to the 
earth and oilier lofty 
structures were 


destroyed. At Colchester, where the great- 
est disturbances seem to have occurred, a 
child was killed and a woman's skull frac- 
tured by falling bricks. 
Many persons who 


.were on the streets had narrow escapes. 
It 


is impossible to cstimnto the damage In that 
town alone. In some of the streets traffic 
lias been forbidden, as some ol the build- 
Ings 
have been so badly shattered as 


to 
bo 
considered 
dangerous. 
The 


spire of one of the largest churches in the 
place fell with a crash. The side walls of 
many houses uenr the town were shalcon 
out 
It is estimated that the damage in and 


about tho town will be fully 520,000. 
The 


lino old u .rish chnrcli at Laug:<nhoLi was de- 
molished, and tliu houses as badly dam- 
aged as though the town had passed through 
a bombardment. The damage at VVivonhoc 
wifl be $1,000. At Co^leshall a numbcrof 
school-girls rustic 1 pnnic-strlcken into the 
stro-its when the shock occurred and m r*y 
of them were seriously it not fatully injured 
by falling debris. At South-.ind tho earth 
tremlile..! lor miles around, windows in 
buildings 
were 
broken, 
chimneys 


dashed to the earth, aud ero.'Uory and glass- 
ware smashed. 
At liiswich the walls of 


houses were purcoplibly shaken, plates rat- 
tled and bells rung. 
At Maiden the. town 


hall and private residences we.ro swajod 
several times. 
In this city It is asserted 


that several business houses wore so per- 
ceptibly »h;>kon that the employes rushed 
into the streols. Telegraph 
instruments 


were shaken, and the shock was distinctly 
felt in Clieapside and Fleet street. 


The wave passed from south to north, 


and its duration w:v3 from six seconds to 
halt a minute. 
The peL>plo in the localities 


most tillcctcd were thrown into such a state 
of consternation that business lias buen sus- 
|»cn<lttd tor a lime, llnndrods rushed wildly 
from their houses, while hundreds more 
nought refuse in tiielr celiais. Cries tilled 
th^ air us chali'.-i und tables were overturned, 
climu and glassware rattled together and 
were shattered, and chimneys and pictures 
fell with a crash.
